The 
newspaper Suggested that ter 
publicly abandoning de Geaulle’s 
policy of a four-power solution to 
the Middle East crisis. Pompidou 
was now exhibiting his frustration. 

Reuter reports that the French 
Socialist Party yesterday accused 
President Pompidou cf “lying and 
of discourtesy” in condemning the 
Socialist International conference. 
The party's statement denied that 
ths conference was an intrusion 
into French politics, since it was a 
regular meeting of the Socialist 
International organization and its 
discussions would be held in private. 

Amid all the excitement, Presi- 
dent Pompidou files to the Soviet 
Union today for two days of talks 
with Kremlin leader Leonid Brezh- 
nev, which are expected to centre 
on European security problems. 

At the same time, the two lead- 
ers will review Franco-Soviet eco- 
nomic cooperation, which is due to 
expand greatly under a 10-year 
agreement between the two coun- 
tries. 

Official French sources stressed 
that the talks, which will be held 
om ἃ country estate near Minsk, are 
designed to enable Pompidou and 
Brezhnev to review a wide range 
of international and bilateral ques- 
tions — and that no concrete agree- 
sents should be expected.

Eban expects Nixon 


to reconfirm 
policy towards Israel

TEL AVIV. Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban last night said he ex- 
pected that the second Nixon Ad- 
ministration will reconfirm its 

existing policy towards Israel. 

Mr. Eban was answering ques- 
tions phoned in by members of the 
public to the Labour Party head of- 
fices here as part of a regular 
Labour Party information feature. 

Asked what he expected from 
Premier Meir's visit to Washington, 
Mr. Eban said: “It will be of great 
value if we will arrive at a new 
crystallization of U.S. policy lines 
towards Israel." The Foreign Min- 
ister noted that “from the few con- 
tacts already established in Washing- 
tou by my coHeagues (an apparent 
reference to the visits there of 
Messrs. Dayan and Allon) and 
President Shazar’s meeting with 
President Nixon it can be assumed 
that there will be a confirmation of 
the existing policy.” 

‘We discounted widespread specula- 
tion {mn various parts of the world 
that such a policy change was now 
to be expected. 


JORDAN ACCORD 

Asked whether, in view of the 
wealmess of the Sadat regime, a 
separate agreement could be made 
first with Jordan, Mr. Eban said: 
“We did not determine the doctrine 
of Egypt first." He noted that 
many people believed it would be 
difficult for King Hussein “to 
ploneer a negotiated settlement and 
to lead the way in the necessary 
territorial compromises that would 
involve.” 

Moreover, Hussein was not sufii- 
ciently a decisive figure in the Arab 
world, which “in American terms 
means that policy is not decided in 
Rhode Island but in Washington.” 

Asked whether Hussein's impend- 
ing visit to the U.S. might not 
undermine Israel's diplomatic efforts, 
the Forelga Minister remarked: 
“He does cast a moderate image. 


Shazar lauds

Former prisoner in Egypt 
writes of experiences 


Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — ‘An Israel soldier 
who spent almost ἃ year es a 
prisoner of the Egyptians has writ- 
ten a book about ‘his experiences 
which describes this interrogators’ 
cruelty, but also the kindness of 
some his Egyptian doctors. 

Yair Dori said he wrote the book 
‘to impress upon people in Israel 
not to forget thelr prisoners.” 

“The Story of an Israeli Para- 
trooper in Egyptian Captivity,” 
written in collaboration with jour- 
malist Aharon Dolav and published 
by Boostan Press, contains numer- 
ous photographs taken during Mr. 
Dori's period of captivity in 1970- 
71, the height of the war of attri- 
tion. 

He writes that while his investi- 


gators often were cruel, some me- 
dical officers showed a humanitarian 
attitude. Despite the Suez Canal 
war, the jallers’ behaviour gradually 
grew better, he writes. 

Mr. Dori, 25, was born in Argen- 
tina and came here after the Six 
Day War. He was wounded and cap- 
tured by Egyptian commandos, and 
almost lost his eyesight due to his 
injuries. He was saved by an oper- 
ation in Sheba Hospital after his 
release.

Secret memo

The Foreign Ministry has re- 
cently circulated to Cabinet mem- 
bers 8 report prepared by its Arab 
affairs experts pointing to changes 
in King Hussein's policies and posi- 
tions vis-a-vis Israel. The report 
asserts that the King, while pre- 
pared to relinquish direct control 
of the Jewish and Armenian Quar- 
ters of Jerusalem, would not be 
prepared to surrender Jordanian 
sovereignty over the whole city. His 
Moslem principles would not allow 
him to do so, the report states, 

On the rest of the West Bank. 
however, the report detects a cer- 
tain softening in the King's posi- 
tion: he would apparently be pre- 
pared to countenance Israeli mili- 
tary outposts in territory which 
Israel would vacate. He has not 
indicated how many such outposts, 
where they would be situated. or 
for how long they would be coun- 
tenanced, the report says. He ap- 
parently visualizes a _ timetable 
under which the outposts would 
gradually be withdrawn over a 
period of years. 

The Foreign Ministry report, 
which was drawn up by Deputy 
Director-General Moshe Sasson, pur- 
ports to be based on “published and 
unpublished material” available to 
the Ministry. It asserts that 2 dif- 
ference of opinion has arisen be- 
tween Hussein and members of his 
family — including his mother and

The 
flames themselves pose no danger 
and the firemen say that the dump 
must be covered with earth to 
smother them. 

The alr pollution problem is seen 
largely as 8 freak effect of the re- 
cent nightly frost. Normally, a fire 
like the one in Petah Tikva would 
not create such smog, but the unm 
usually cold weather keeps the 
fumes hanging low over the city. 
These rise only when the sun heats 
the air sufficiently. 

In addition, there is an east wind 
which keeps blowing the smog into 
the Dan Region, while there are 
also car exhaust fumes, the smoke 
from the Reading Four electrical 
power station, and improperly main- 
tained home heating devices. 


Israel TV viewers stupid, 
says director of TV 


TEL AVIV. — Israeli television 
viewers watch the box for two or 
ihree hours a day, and this is “'νίγ- 
tually stupid, or stupefying,” Tele- 
vision Director Yeshayahu Tadmor 
said yesterday.

Ombudsman: Half of complaints justified 


NEW OFFICES TO BE OPENED 
IN BEERSHEBA AND NAZARETH

HAIFA, Israel's | Ombudsman 
will this year open two new branch 
offices in Beersheba and Nazarcth. 
But he is refraining from wide- 
spread pubucity in other outlying 
areas for fear of inducing a “tidal 
wave" of complaints that would 

swamp his office. 

His work is already stretched to 
the limit with a world record num- 
ber of 10,000 complaints during the 
first year of operation, Gershon 
Avner, the Ombudsman, or “Com- 
missioner for Complaints from the 
Public,” as he is officially known, 
told a meeting of Wizo ladies at the 
Mt. Carmel Wizo Club on Tuesday 
evening. 

He said that half of the com- 
plaints had been found justified, 
another world record, well ahead of 
the 32 per cent in other countries 
that have ombudsmen. On the bright 
side, he uoted that he had been 
able to rectify 72 per cent of the 
justified complaints, and that the 
government and locai authority 
departments had cooperated with 
him. 

Mr. Avner said that the law 
restricted him to government and 
local authorities and government- 
owned for part-owned) companies, 
and he had thus been unable to 
deal with the many complaints 
against shops and stores. 

He said the situation is bad in 
the consumers field and regretted 
that the varlous consumer organiza- 
tions, which sometimes worked in 
different directions, had not united 
and that no legislation had been 

to give them Icgal status. He 
noted that in Scandinavia, the ori- 
ginal home of the ombudsman, there 
were cabinet rank ministers for 
consumer affairs, usually ἃ woman. 

He noted that theoretically, the 
ublic could resort to legal action 
for the kind of complaints he deait 


with, The ombudsman's advantage, 
however, was that “we deal with 
the complaint free of charge through 
26 lawyers and two trained social 
workers in our offices and we usual- 
ly do it faster than lengthy court 
action.” But speed was not all 
because “every morning wwe are in- 
undated with a rain of complaints 
and it's hard to keep abreast of the 
tremendous volume of work.” 

He had his own explanation for 
50 many complaints in Israel. One 
reasoh was the fact that Israelis 
had much contact with official bu- 
reaucracy “far more than in any 
free Western countries." For ex- 
ample, one million of the total 27 
million population live In govern- 
ment-owned Amidar flats. Then 
there is the extensive tax system, 
the fact that from the age of 18 
te 55 every man serves in the army 
or in the reserves, and just plain 
bureaucracy in which “one necds 12 
different permits just to open a 
little kiosk.” 

Another big factor was that Is- 
rae] was still a land of shortages, 
with a technica] infrastructure insuf- 
ficient to provide the citizen with 
the convéniences he rightly demand- 
ed. For example, there are now 
110,000 applications for telephones 
pending. and many waiting for 
housing. 

Finally. he said, the public ad 
ministration is not ali it should 
be. The hig drawback was the 
failure of many public departments 
to amwer citizens’ applications 
though the law obliged them to do 
so, and within a reasunable time. 

About face-to-face contact of citi- 
zens with officials, Mr. Avner sald. 
“This was not nice.” It was “tense, 
nervous, often quarrelsome and some- 
times violent. But my conclusion 
after 15 months on the job is that 
we cannot blame only one side. We

Louisiana sniper was 
embittered black militant 


NEW ORLEANS,  Loulsiana. 
Mark James Essex. 23, who grew 
up on the plains of Kansas, had 
beccme an embittered black militant 
when police bullets ended his snip- 
ing spree Sunday on the roof of a 
hotel, friends said yesterday. 

“He told me he was through, Chris- 
tianity was white man's religion.” 
said the Rev. W.A. Chambers, 
Essex's hometown pastor at the St. 
James Baptist Church in Emporia, 
Kansas. 

“He had turned militant and he 
had a very severe hatred for white 
people. Something probably hap- 
pened in the navy to cause it.” 

Police this week traced Essex's 
journey from his navy discharge 
February 10, 1971, because of 
“character and behaviour disorders,” 
to a short period in Emporia and 
finally his move to New Orleans 
last summer. 

It was the story of a young man 
gradually growing embittered, and 
it ended Sunday when Essex dashed 
across the roof of the downtown 
Howard Johnson Hotel, holding his 
rifle in a firing position, and was 
cut down by machineguns fired from 
a marine helicopter. 

Ballistics tests linked the .44 
magnum rifle, found nxext to 
Essex's body, to two attacks on 
police on New Year’s Eve and New 
Year's Day in which a police cadet 
wag killed and two officers wound- 
ed. 

Essex was driving a stolen car, 
for which 2 pulice alert had been 
issued, when he reached the hote! 
minutes before the orgy of arson 
and shooting broke out, police said. 

But they still did not know whe- 
ther he was accompanied in the 
rooftop shooting by one or perhaps 
two other snipers. 

Police superintendent 
Glarrusso admitted it might take 
several weeks before he had the 
answers to some questions about the 
28-hour siege at the hotel — and 
others might never be answered. 


Jewish activist

MOSCOW (Reuter). — Victor Perel- 
man, a journalist who became an 
active campaigner for the right of 
Jews to emigrate, left here by air 
yesterday to settle in Israel with 
lus wife and nine-year-old daughter.

“Literaturnaya Gazeta," after ap- 
plying to emigrate. He was later 
told he would have to pay the state 
17,000 roubles before leaving to 
compensate for his state-financed 
education.

LUSAKA. President Kenneth 
Kaunda yesterday denounced Rho- 
desia and South Africa as a “den of 
4niquity and mass exploftation,” and 
said Zambia must be prepared to 
defend its borders against the acts 
of desperate men. 

The President’s remarks, made at 
the opening of Partiament, came 8. 
day after Rhodesia sealed its bor- 
ders with. Zambia, tts northern 
neighbour, The ceremonial of the 
parliamentary opening waa over- 
shadowed by the Rhodesian actton, 
which will have an immediate effect 
on an estimated 50 per cent of 
Zambia's imports which until now 
have passed through Rhodesia. 

The border closure, however, does 
not affect the export of Zambia's 
copper through Rhodesla on the rail- 
way that runs to Mozambique, on 
the East African coast. é 

The Rhodesian Government sai 
Tuesday the blockade would con- 
tinue until assurances were received 
that guerrillas would not de per- 
mitted to operate against Rhodesia 
from Zambian territory. 

But Dr. Kaunda told Parllament 
yesterday that Zambla would con- 
tinue to support African Hberation 
movements, adding that the lbera- 
tion of Southern Africa must ‘be re- 
garded as “an unfinished task in the 
history of decolonization.”

Four charged 
in e-Tel murder 
to leave Egypt 


CAIRO (AP). — Egypt will permit 
four self-confessed Black September 
terrorists, awaiting trial for the 
assassination of Jordanian Premier 
Wasfi e-Tel, to leave Egypt, a 
spokesman for the Prosecutor-Gene- 
ral announced yesterday. 

The announcement followed a 
Dewspaper report that the four 
would go to a terrorist base in 
another Arab country. 

A prosecution counsellor said, “The 
court ordered their release on bail, 
but did not stipulate they should 
remain in Egypt." He added, how- 
ever, that the prosecution was still 
anvestigating the case and should a 
fifth suspect be arrested, the four 
would be requested to return to 
Seypt. ᾿ 

Ezzat Rabah, one of the four 
Palestinians who publicly admitted 
assassinating e-Tel in November, 
1971 on the doorstep, of Calro's 
Sheraton Hotel, said, “We hope to 
leave but we don't expect to be 
Permitted to go immediately.” He 
added the four would return to face 
trial should they be requested to do 
So. 

The four were released from jail 
on $2,300 bail last spring for lack 
of sufficient evidence. 


The semi-official newspaper “ΑἹ, 


Ahram" gaid last February, before 
their release, that according to a’ 
medical report, the bullets which 
killed e-Tel had not been fired 
from any of the weapons carried 
by the four Palestinians. 


Arab warning on 
Belgian-Israel 
plane factory 


DAMASCUS (Reuter). -— Moham- 
med Mahgoub, commissioner-general 
of the Arab Boycott of Israel, on 
Tuesday warned against an at- 
tempt by Israel Aircraft Industries 
to set up an aircraft factory in co- 
operation with Belgium. 

In a press statement, Mahgoub 
sald trade between Belgium and the 
Arab countries was constantly in- 
creasing, and expressed the hope 
that Belgian officials “will strongly 
oppose this attempt in the interest 
of their country."

WASHINGTON (AP). — The Us. 
Supreme Court by a 6-2 vote, yes. 
terday, threw out a $145m. judg- 
ment against the Hughes Tool Co., 
owned wholy by Howard Hughes, 
the recluse industrialist. 


The award, to Trans World Air- 
lines, was more than 30 times lar- 
ger than any other judgment in an 
American court. It was gathering 
interest at the rate of 732 per cent 
over the last few years. 


Dougias, 
speaking for the court, said the 
default judgment recommended in 
1968 by former U.S. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell was invalid 
since the transactions that were the 
basis of T.W.A.'s suit had been ap- 
proved by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board and conduct approved by the 
CAB. is immume from anti-trust 
ability.

Oil groups reluctant 


on Suez 


CAIRO (AP), — On November 7, 
1971, President Anwar Sadat was 
scheduled to lay a ceremonial stone 
marking the start of construction 
of the biggest oil pipeline in the 
Middie East. 

An international consortium of 
bankers had agresd to finance the 
$220m. project the previous July 
and a id-nation West European 
eonstruction consortium was ready 
to go to work.
